WELSH RABBIT. 


Ingredients—F our ounces of cheese, a 
little white stock, pepper, salt, Cayenne, 
equares of buttered toast, one ounce of 
butter, and a half teaspoonful of mus- 
tard, 

Method — Melt the butter in an 
enamelled pan. Shred the cheese, adding 
to it the seasonings, and enough stock to 
make wt of the consistency of thick 
cream. Stir thoroughly until quite dis- 
solved, then pour on to the squares of 
toast, dust with Cayenne, and serve very 


hot. 
RHUBARB PUDDING. 

Ingredients — Two ounces of auet 
(chopped fine), milk or water to bind the 
micture, two tablespoonfuls of Demerara 
sugar, two ounces of breadcrumbs, siz 
ounces of flour, the rind of half a lemon. 

Method—Si/t together the flour, suet, 
and crumbs. Pour in the milk or water 
by a few drope at a time, mizing it with 
your fingers till you have a stiff paste. 
Roll out to the thickness of about half an 
inch. Cut off enough to make a cap for 
the pudding. Jane a well-greased bLasin 
with the rest of the paste, and half fill 
st with prepared rhubarb. 

Grate in the lemon rind, add the sugar, 
and then fll the basin up to the top with 
rhubarb. 

Wet the edges of the pastry. Put on 
the cap, squeeze it all round to the wet 
edge. Tite the pudding down %vith a 
greased paper or a floured cloth, and 
steam it for two hours, or boil it for an 
hour and a half.

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STATEMENT BY .MR. COSGRAVE. 


Yesterday’s sitting of Dail Eireann was confined to the consideration 
fn Committee of the Criminal and Malicious Injuries (Amendment) Bill, 
1923. Amendments were proposed with the object of widening the scope 
of the measure as regards compensation, and Mr. Cosgrave, in resisting 
them, pointed out that it had been estimated that a sum of forty millions 
would be required if compensation were to be awarded in all the claims 
that had been made during the last four or five years. 

Replying to a question by Mr. McGoldrick, Mr. Cosgrave said that, 
up to April 1, the Customs and Excise revenues for the whole of Ireland 


would, under an agreement with the 


British Government, be divided be- 


tween the Free State and Northern Ireland on a basis to be agreed on 


between Britain and the Free State. 


After April 1 Customs duties on 


dutiable goods entering and Excise duties on dutiable goods produced in 
the Free State would be collected and retained by the Free State, and no 
question of allocation between the Free State and Northern Ireland would 


arise. á 


CRIMINAL INJURY. 
CONSEQUENTIAL DAMAGE. 


The House resumed consideration of the 
Criminal and Malicious Injuries (Amendment) 
Bill, 1923, in Committee. : 

The Minister for Local Government moved 
section 6 of the bill. 

Mr. Gavan. Duffy (Dublin County) 
criticised the seétion, in which, he said, there 
was no question of law or morality by which 
they could distinguish between the two sorts 
of damages, and he suggested that the proper 
principle was that all damage should be paid 
for that was the direct outcome of aggression. 
He did not know what consequential damage 
meant in this. bill, but he did know that 
damages that were the direct outcome of 
aggression would very often include what the 
Minister called consequential damages. He 
was quite certain that judges would have the 
utmost difficulty in deciding the question, 
because there was no logical dividing line. 

Mr. T. Johnson (Dublin County) moved 
an amendment to clause 6, deleting the words 
** damage done to the property injured,’’ and 
substitute “‘ the actual loss incurred,” and 
adding at the end of the section, “ But shall 
include loss of wages, salary or other re- 
muneration in respect of services rendered, in 
the actual conduct of any business carried on 
in the property injured.” He said that he 
realised quite well that the question of con- 
sequential damages was a difficult one, and 
that it was not easy to draw the line, but he 
submitted that if there was any question of 
consequential damages to be considered at 
all, the direct loss occasioned by damage to 
property was the first consequential loss that 
should be compensated íor. There was a 
good case to be made for constquential loases 
where damage had occasioned direct loss of 
livelihood, and he would urge the Minister 
that, if his last statement on this question 
was unalterable, that he should agree that 
any legal claim in respect of such damage 
should be put in the category of ex gracia 
grants to Lent f pesrm who could show that 
they had suffered unduly through the a ' 
to buildings, factories or workshaps. e 
was not asking him to extend these con- 
sequential losses indefinitely, but he did ask 
that these houses should be rebuilt, and that 
compensation for consequential damage should 
be given to those who had suffered actual 
loss of livelihood. 

Mr. Milroy (Cavan) said that the Govern- 
ment could not escape from legitimate 
responsibility by repudiating it, and this sec- 
tion seemed to him to repudiate it, but he 
did not see where consequential a * 
would end under this amendment. e 
thought that the scope of the amendment was 
too wide. He hopod that the section would 
be redrafted, and that they would evoive an 
instrament or a measure that would be re- 

rded as one that aimed at securirg equa! 
ustice. 


A PRIVILEGED CLASS. 


The Minister for Local Government said 
that the amendment would tend to create a 
privileged class, and any amendment to sec- 
tion 6, which allowed compensation for con- 
sequential losses, voald set up a privileged 
class. If they were going to allow compen- 
sation for consequentia] loss, there was no 
logical reason for confining it to people who 
owned property destroyed, or to people who 
worked in connection with the property, and 
that was one of the things that made it neces- 
sary to rule out entirely compensation for 
consequential losses. He thought it would 
be a great mistake to extend the scope of this 
clause. It might lead to fraud and perjury. 
It might be popular to advocate this compen- 
sation for consequential losses if that Govern- 
ment had not to pay for it. If the British 
Government had to pay for it, then it would 
he good business to advocate it, but the Irish 
Government had to pay it, and they must 
consider the community as a whole, and what 
would be of greatest advantage to the 
country. 

Mr. Johnson said that it would be un- 
reasonable to ask those people who had not 
been participants: in the war, and who had 
been brought into the range of fire, to suffer, 
In his opinion, so far ag it was sible for 
finanve to ease the sufferings and burdens 
of those people, it should done. 

Professor Magennis said that they should 
bear in mind how much the public exchequer 
would bear. * 

President Cosgrave observed that Deputy 
Duffy had stated that there was no mo 
sanction for the proposal that the Govern- 
ment had put up. There was a moral senc- 
tion, and a very high moral sanction. “ We 
cannot,” the President declared, “ask the 
State to take on a liability that it cannot 
discharge, and the liability we are asked to 
take on is a liability beyond the resources of 
the State to meet.” Looking inte the ques- 
tion of consequential losses, there were losses 
that the State could not hope to meet, even if 
it were go inclined. Taking the struggle of 
the past fonr or five years, 
lives had been lost 
blasted by the st 
those le not to oom- 
pensation as the people who had lost ‘their 

siness or employment? Anything that had 
been gained had been due to the efforts of 
those men. They could not possibly compen- 
sate those people. 


FORTY MILLIONS LOST.

He could not 
gree with the amendment, as i nhis opinion 
Ks would restore the consequential loss 
liability, and that, in his view, would not be 
wise. There been losses sustained where 
ersons had been knocked out of employment, 
ut those losses in the great majority of cases 
had been met by alternative employment. 
rding some of the claims for consequen- 
tial loss submitted, they would, he thought, 
represent almost the entire wealth of the 
families since the time of Adam and Eve. 


THE COUNTRY’S BURDEN. 

The President, continuing, said that this 
bill was a very heavy liabifit , and that the 
Government were of opinion that the liability 
involved in it was quite as much as the country 
could bear. If it was intended to extend 
the scope of the bill, there would 
be still heavier additional taxation to. be 
imposed on the country, and it could not 
bear more. The Government were endeavour- 
ing to distribute compensation as fairly and 
as equitably as they could, Nobody would 
be put in the position in which he was before 
he suffered damage, and certainly no one 
would be put in a better position. It ought 
to be remembered that there were certain 
lessons to be learned from the present 
financial conditions in this country. irteen 
or fourteen months ago they were favourably 


the Continent. To-day they started with 
just as big a handicap against them as any 
of. those nations. great dea] of hard and 
heavy work had to be done, and heavy ex- 
mé and taxation remained to be borne 

sfore they would start again on scratch. He 
did not believe that this nation could bear 
a greater handicap. If it was proposed to 
increase taxation he must say, on behalf of 
the Ministry, that he could not accept respon- 
sibility for that. 

The amendment was lost by 40 votes to 10. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis said he had voted against 
the amendment because it endeavoured to 
open the door in the widest possible way, but 
there was consequential loss which was mea- 
surable and marketable, and he held that 
there should be compensation for the good-will 
lost through the destruction of premises. - 

The President said that they could not 
depart from the principle, and he had already 
explained why. 

The amendment was declared lost. Section 
6 was adopted as part of the. bill. 


THE LOSS OF BANK NOTES. 
AND COINS. 


President Cosgrave moved the adoption of 
Section 7, whic Eseries :—** No compensa- 
tion shall be payable under the Criminal In- 
juries Acts in respect of the loss or destruc- 
tion of or damage to any of the chattels 
te which this section applies occasioned by 
an injury to which this part of this Act 


or. 
ir. Darrell Figgis moved an amendment to 
omit Sub-Bection 2 of this section, which 
includes among the chattels to which the 
section applies “coins, bank or Government 
notes, or currency of any country.” ! 
Mr. Gavan Duffy supported the amendment, 
and said that, while people collecting furni- 
ture and engrevings could be compensated, 
ple with coins could not be compensated. 
He did not care how stringent the proof re- 
quired by the Government was, provided the 


| compensation would be allowed on such proof. 


Professor Magenni« said that it would be 
extremely difficult, if desirable, to have what 
Deputy Figgis suggested. Protection was 

wen to a jeweller for loss of jewellery, but 

was informed that a lot of paper money was 
in circulation in recent years, and farmers, 
who were making huge profits, were at a loss 
how to get rid of their paper money—he 
had seen one case in which a farmer bought a 
diamond tiara for 1,000 guineas. If that 
ware destroyed along with his other property, 
surely, on giving proof, he should be entitled 
to compensation. . 


PERSONAL SUFFERING. 

Mr. Johnson (Labour) said that he was not 
going to aupport the amendment, because 
while he was willing that compensation should 
be given for personal suffering or personal Joss 
of a human kind, he thought that they shonid 
not waste the coinmon fund in compensating 
for the robbery of personal property only. 
He did not think any case had been made for 
the amendment. 

President Cosgrave thanked Mr. Johnson 
for his support of the Government on the pre- 
sent occasion, and said that Mr. Figgis a 
have made a better case than he did. f, 
like some of the deputies who hed spoken, a 
rson kept a huge sum of money, it was only

The Chairman declared the amendment lost 
without a division, and Section 7 w then 
adopted. ; 


RAILWAY COMPANIES AND THE 


BILL. 


The President moved the adoption of Sec- 
tion 8, which excluded railway companies from 
recovering compensation under the Act, but 
said that an arrangement was being considered 
between the Government and the railway 
companies, and that the Government. intended 
to amend this section afterwards. 

Mr. Davin (Labour) asked if the President 
meant that an agreement had been arrived at 
between the Government and the railway com- 


ies. 
_ The Speaker—That will arise later on when 
it is proposed to be put into operation. 

Mr. Duggan, on behalf of the Government, 
moved an amendment, and explained that the 
purpose of it was to obviate litigation and 
consequent delay. 

Mr. Davin asked for a definition of what 
might be a “ wrongful act” for which an 
application for compensation could be lodged 
under the Act. There were numbers of 
men—engine-dnivers and others—who were 
engaged in working the railways, and he 
considered that it would be very unfair if the 


-| Government by any agreement with the rail- 


way companies should relieve the companies 
by any clause from giving proper compensa- 
tion to men carrying the goods and driving 
passengers through the country under the 
present circumstances. There was no deputy, 
or newspaper editor outside, or railway 
director -who would say tha the 
small number of men who were carrying on 
the work of the railways should be deprived 
of suitablé compensation for the risks they 
were now facing. | 


RELIEVING THE COMPANIES. 


The railway compdnies were paid for the 
carriage of goods and the fares of passengere, 
and from that they paid the wages of the 
men who were killed in the execution of their 
duty, and there was nothing in the present 
circumstances to relieve the railway com- 
panies from paying compensation for such men 
as he had referred to. The directors and 
managers of railways could sit in happy sur- 
roundings at home, and send into the darkness 
of the night men like those who had been 
killed, to enable them to receive dividends 
and a reasonable retiirn upon the shares, and 
he (Mr. Davin) hoped that the eloquence of 
the President would see that suitable phrase- 
ology would be introduced to enable these 
men to be compensated by the companies. 

Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C., said that so far as 
he read the section it dealt with loss of 
property, and he did not think that it in any 
way relieved a railway company from paying 
compensation under the Workmen's Compen- 
sation Act. As he understood the law, if a 
consignor of goods in the custody of the 
railway company which had been destroyed 
chose to take proceedings he could do so, 
either against the railway company or under 
the Malicious Injuries Act against the rate- 
payers. Under this section the ratepayers 
and the State would be relieved from ving 
compensation, and otherwise they vena ave 
no protection, and would be liable for com- 
pensation. 

The President said that that was what was 
meant by the amendment. 

Mr. Duggan’s amendmént was agreed to. 


A NEW SUB-SECTION. 


The following new sub-section to Section 8 
was also agreed to on the motion of Mr. 
Duggan :— 

* “The Minister for Finance may’ enter into 
agreements with any railway company or 

payment, out of moneys to 
be provided by the Oireachtas, to such com- 
pany or companies of compensation in respect 
of any injury to which this part of this Act 
applies, or, in lieu of such compensation, for 
the reinstatement out of moneys aforesaid of 
the property damaged by such injury, and 
may in any such agreement provide for the 
ascertainment of the amount of such compen- 
sation, or the mature of such reinstatement 
(as the case may be), and the terms and 
conditions on which the same is to be paid or 
done.”’ 

Section 8, as amended, was agreed to. 


' 
' ANTI-GOVERNMENT PARTIES. 

On Clause 9, the object of which was to 
debar persons who had had association with 
auti-Government parties from recovering 
compensation, Mr. Johnson moved an amend- 
ment, the intention of which was, that such a 
charge should be proved “'to the satisfaction ”’ 
of a judge. 

President Cosgrave said that he could 
scarcely accept the amendment in the form 
in which it was moved. In the first place, 
the onus would lie upon the State to produce 
evidence to the satisfaction of a judge that 
A.B. was continually harbouring or helping 
irregular activity. 

Mr. FitzGibbon (Trinity College) said that 
it was a very dangerous thing to suggest that 
judges should act in any matter without evi- 
dence. There was nothing more calculated 
to bring the administration of justice among 
the people into contempt. The great feeling 
in the country had been that they could not 
trust those «i & administered the law to hold 
an even balance between the citizen and the 
Government, and he feared that under the 
section they would have a representative of 
the State appearing in court and making a 


by evidence, and the judge would form an 
opinion on that. He suggested sthat the 
jurge couid not act on statements from out- 
side, and that a suitable form of words should 
be introduced with that object. 

President Cosgrave said that he would con- 
sider the matter, but he could not accept 
Mr. Johnson's amendment as it was phrased. 
It was hard to get evidence in a number of 
cases. Take the case of several persons whom 
they knew to be actively engaged against the 
Government, and who were being harboured 
and assisted by certain persons—he had half 
a dozen cases in mind at the present moment— 
and he was perfectly satisfied that they could 
not get evidence. He was willing that claim- 
ants should be safeguarded, but he could not 
undertake to have Deputy Johnaon’s proposal 
put into the bill—that the Government should 
put up the evidence. 

Mr. Johnson said that what he wanted to 
provide against was the possibility that a 
judge could act on an opinion already formed 
before he heard the evidence. 

The President said that he had taken down 
Deputy Johnson’s words :—“ If the judge is 
satisfied, after hearing both sides,” and he 
would consider them in convection with this 
sub-section. 

Mr. Johnson withdrew his amendment by 
eave. 


POLITICAL OPINIONS. 


Mr. Johnson (Dublin County) moved tá 
delete Clause (b), Sub-Section 2 of Section 9, 
which disqualifies “‘A member or helper of, 
or active sympathiser with, any association 
*r combination of an unlawfu) or seditious 
character, by the. members of which, or on 
behalf of which, or for the furtherance cf 
the objects of which, the injury was com- 
mitted.”” He said that he thought that the 
clause sc" Á meant a penalty for 
political opinions honestly held by a minority 
which were not shared by the majority. 

The President said that there was no in: 
tention of penalising any person for his 
political opinions. He promised to consider 
the matter between that and the next stage. 


DISTRICT JUSTICES’ BILL. 
The Minister for Home Affairs moved that 
tne District Justices’ (Temporary Provision) 
Bill, 1923, be sent to the Senate, and thi 
was agreed to. i 


QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 


REVENUE DIVISION. 


Mr. P. J. McGoldrick (Donegal) asked the 
Minister for Finance how the revenue of thé 
area of the jurisdiction of the Irish Free 
State was being protected, so as to ensure 
that duties collected on articles and com. 
modities in the six-county area, where per- 
mits were issued in the name of a resident in 
that area, and where such articles were re- 
sola and consumed in the Free State aréa, 
must go to the credit of the consuming aréa, 
and wice versa as ta goods going the other 
way. :

WAR COMPENSATION COURT, 

Alderman Alfred Byrne (South Dublin) 
asked the Minister for Finance whether he 
was yet in a position to Ex more definite 
details regarding the establishment by the 
British authorities of a branch of the War 
Compensation Court in Dulflin, for the con. 
sideration of claims for compensation arising 
out of the action of the British military in 
Ireland during 1920-21. 

The Minister for Finance (Mr. Cosgrave) 
replied that he was still in communication 
with the British Government on this subject. 


RE-TRUCE DAMAGES. 


Mr. “. Nagle (Cork County) asked the 
Minister for Finance what steps the Govern- 
ment had taken to redeem their obligations to 
compensate persons who had sustained damage 
at the hands of the Irish forces prior to the 
Truce of 1921. 

The President, in reply. said that as to 
property loss the position was that where 
decrees which were defended by the County 
‘Council concerned were obtained, in the cir- 
cumstances mentioned, payments were in 
course of issue. Where such decrees had not 
been obtained, the sufferers might obtain re- 
dress through the Compensation Commission, 
the awitds of which were being discharged as 
promptly as possible. As to personal injury, 

rovision for paying compensation had already 
bese made, to a certain extent, by agreements 
entered into between the British and Pro- 
visional- Governments.

PRISONERS IN MOUNTJOY.

CONDITIONAL ORDER GRANTED, 


In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, 


before the Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice 
Dodd, and Mr. Justice Samuels, 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor (instructed by Mr. 
Michael Noyk) applied on behalf of Mr. 


Seamus Burke, of 24 Gardiner’s place, Dublin, 
journalist, for a conditional order of Aabeas 
corpus addressed to the Governor of Mountjoy 
Prison. Counsel moved on the affidavit of his 
client, who stated that he was arrested-about 
the 25th May, 1922, by an officer of the Irish 
Republican Army on the charge of raiding 
the motor garage of Mrs. Glass, Castleknock, 
Co. Dublin. , He was kept under arrest at 
44. Parnell square by members of the Re- 
publican Army for about two days. He was 
then removed to Mountjoy Jail. ter he was 
brought before a North City Parish Republican 
Court, and remanded on several occasions, and 
was finally returned for trial before a Circuit 
Republican Court. Since that date no charge 
had been preferred against him, ner had he 
been brought to trial. He had written to the 
Minister of Home Affairs in connection with 
his imprisonment, and he was informed by 
his solicitor, Mr. Noyk, that he had written 
to the Minister and to the Chief State Solicitor. 
but that no steps had been taken by them 
either to bring him to trial or to release him. 
Since the 27th May. 1922, he had been un- 
lawfully detained in Mountjoy Jail.

In/1920, his 
wife and daughter being anxious to settle down 
in this country, he asked a gentleman named 
Brennan, living at Kenmare, to look out for a 
suitable residence for them near Kenmare. 
Mr. Brennan accordingly entered into negotia- 
tions with the defendant, Captain Taylor, 
with respect to the purchase from him of his 
residence, Roughty Lodge, near Kenmare, and 
the agreement mentioned was entered into for 
the purchase of the premises at £2,100. the 
£200 deposit being paid. 

The plaintiff sold off all his property in 
America, and came, with wife and root Pha, 
to this country last year; and, having in- 
spected. the defendant’s premises, he refused 
to camplete the purchase on account of the 
condition of the dwelling-house and, it was 
ee =~ the state of the country.

NEWS SUMMARY. 


IRELAND. 


President Cosgrave fn Dail Eireann last 
night stated that up to April next Customs 
and Excise revenues for tho whole of Ire- 
land would, under an arrangement made 
with the British Government, he divided 
between the Free State and Northern -Ire- 
land, on a basis agreed between the British 
Government and the Free State. After 
April 1st Customs and Excise duties in 
the Free State would be retained by the 
Free State. 

The Civic Guards in County Mayo. have 
arrested a number of travelling tinkers 
who had horses and harness which had 
been stolen in County Galway. 

Ballvburley House, the residence of 
Judge Wakely, near Edenderry, has been 
burned by armed men. 

The Ear! of Granard’s mansion, Castle 
Forbes, County Longford, has been 
wrecked by a land mine. Two mines were 
used, but one did not. explode. 

The Duke of Abercorn opened the third 
session of the Northern Parliament yester- 
day and read the King’s Speech. An 
address in reply was adopted in both 
Houses, Lord Londonderry and Sir James 
Craig speaking for the Government. 

At the annual meetings of the Great 
Northern Railway (Jreland) and the 
Dublin and South-Eastern Railway, held 
in Dublin yesterday, it was stated. that 
negotiations fur grouping were in progress 
eonsequent on the Free State Govern- 
ment’s intimation that if the companies 
de not produce a voluntary scheme of 
grouping by the end of March the Govern- 
ment will proceed with its own policy of 
unification. 

The storms and floods of the last couple 
of days have done much damage in parts 
of Ireland. Large. tracts of country are 
and two villages in West- 
meath are isolated.

SEIZED CATTLE.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


The Irish Free State Government Publicity 
Department issues the following :—

The annual meetings of the Great 
Northern and the Dublin and South- 
Eastern Railway Companies were held in 
Dublin yesterday. The reports 'in both 
cases make dismal! reading. In the history 
of the Irish railways there never has been 
a year in which such difficulties have con- 
fronted the managements, and the fact 
that they have been able to “carry on ” at 
all reflects the highest credit on all con. 
cerned. Mr. Cairnes, the new chairman of 
the Great Northern Company, informed 
the shareholders that the amount of 
damage done to the company’s property 
during 1922 had reached £39,000, and that 
since the beginning@of the present year 
the bill had been nearly doubled. The 
disturbed state of the country had hit the 
company extremely hard, with the result 
that its earniny: would not pay more than 
about two per. cet. on the Ordinary 
Shares. The Board had decided; therefgre, 
to add the sum of £115,000 from the 
Settlement of Claims Award to the revenue 
in order to pay the recommended dividend. 
Mr. Cairnes also referred to the ever- 
burning problem of work and wages. Two 
Government Commissions—one in the Free 
State and one in Northern Ireland—had 
sat during the year with the object of 
finding some solution of the wages ques- 
tion, but their recommendations had 
differed so fundamentally that nothing 
had been done to relieve the pressure on 
the company’s finances. The result was 
that, while in the Free State, at any rate, 
the cost of living was only some 90 pcr 
cent. in excess of the figures for 1913, the 
Great Northern Railway was paying wages 
which exceeded the 1913 bill by no less 
than 201 per cent., and its other expenses 
had increased by 94 per cent. Obviously, 
therefore, the Great Northern Company 
cannot be said to be in a flourishing condi- 
tion, althozzh, in the circumstances, its 
record is remarkable. 

Sir Thomas Grattan Esmonde’s speech 
to the shareholders of the Dublin and 
South-Eastern Company was almost equally 
gloomy. The damage done to this com- 
pany s system during recent months has 
been appalling. Already claims to the 
extent of nearly £80,000 have been lodged, 
and in order to pay its dividends the com- 
pany has been forcec to take £22,000 from 
the Settlement of Llaims Award and add 
it to its revenue. Here again the question 
of work and wages is very acute. Sir 
Thomas Grattan Esmonde showed that of 
the company’s total outlay during the 
year—which included a great deal of im- 
portant work on the lines—sixty-one per 
eent. had gone in wages, while the wages 
bill accounted for over fifty per cent. of the 
gross receipts. “Commissions may sit to 
hear evidence,” said the Chairman, “and 
they may make majority and minority re- 
ports, but so long as no effort is made to 
place the working expenditure in its proper 
proportion to gross earnings, so long will 
the railways of the country be impoverished, 
the travelling and trading public denied 
additional facilities and reduced charges, 
and the proprietors deprived of a reason- 
able return on their investments.”” That 
sentence puts the whole problem of the 
Irish railways in a nutshell, The wages 
question must be settled at the earliest 
possible moment, and the railways must 
be placed on an economic footing. The 
present system is preposterous. fares are 
abnormally high, freight charges are fan- 
tastic. Services, on the whole, are poor, 
but the companiés are doing their level | 
best to maintain them at the marimum 
level of efficiency. They cannot be ex- 
pected to work for nothing, and until they 
are assured of a reasonable profit a better 
condition of affairs is out of the question. 

Both chairmen referred to the question 
of grouping. Last December the Free 
State Government inférmed the railway 
companies that, unless they could bring 
forward an acceptable scheme of grouping 
before the end of March, it would enforce 
its own plan for “ unification’’ of all the 
lines. Mr. Cairnes pointed out that, in 
the case of the Great Northern Railway, 
“unification ” would have the effect of 
cutting up the system into a number of 
parts, and announced that the various 
companies had been in consultation with 
a view to submitting an agreed scheme of 
grouping before the end of the stipulated 
period. The difficulties in the way are 
very formidable, and no definite plan 
seems yet to have been adopted. The 
general idea, however, is that the railways 
shal] be divided into two groups, one to 
the north of the line Dublin-Galway, 
and the other. to the south of it. 
The acceptance of this scheme would 
result in the amalgamation, on the 
one. hand, of the Great Northern and 
the Midland and Great Western systems 
with their tributaries, and, on the other, 
of the Great Southern and Western and 
the Dublin and South-Eastern systems. 
The proposal has much in its favour, but 
it has been criticised severely in many 
quarters on the ground that the formation 
of the first group would remove the centre 
of gravity of the Northern-Midland system 
from Dublin to Belfast. An alternative 
scheme, involving the absorption of the 


Dublin and South-Eastern system in the / 


Northern group, has been suggested; but 
this, obviously, is a matter on which the 
companies themselves are. best. qualified 
to pronounce judgment. The essential 
‘thing is that an agreed scheme of some 
sort should be ready before the end 
of next month. “Unification” would be 
disastrous. 


A Turkish Quarrel. 


Our London Correspondent to-day points 
to one of the reasons why a prompt settle 
ment of the Near Eastern problem is 
desirable. American capitalists, it appears, 
are making strenuous efforts to capture 
Turkish trade, and one firm has gone so 
far as to offer to re-build Angora. Until 
the issue has been decided French and 
British capitalists who have large interests 
in Eastern Thrace and Anatolia cannot 
give attention to this wide field for enter- 
prise, and the Americans will have it to 
themselves. There are other, and -more 
important, reasons why peace should be 
concluded without delay, but this is one 
which should appeal to every business man. 
In a speech at the Aldwych Club, London, 
yesterday, the Marquess Curzon said that 


jhe “could not conceive it possible” that 


those offered to Turkey in the Treaty of 
Lausanne. Theterms, indeed, are generous. 
They give Turkey the opportunity of re 
suming her career as a progressive Power 
in both Europe and Asia and make it 
possible for an efficient Government to 
develop the country’s resources as they 
never have been developed before. Above 
all, the acceptance of the terms will ensure 
for Turkey the friendship and support of 
Britain and France in tackling the im- 
portant problems which will confront her 
in the future. Yet it is well within the 
bounds of possibility that these terms will 
be rejected by the Angora Assembly. The 
Assembly is divided into two camps; one 
wants war, the other wants peace. Both 
Ismet Pasha and Mustapha Kemal Pasha 
belong to the latter party, but their 
authority has been challenged, and the 
extremists are becoming more powerful 
every day. When he drove the Greeks 
before him in Anatolia Kemal became a 
national hero and assumed the mantle of 
a dictator. For a while virtually every- 
body bowed to his will, and the few sturdy 
spirits who disputed it were sent “on 
special duty ” into the wilderness. Turkish 
politics, even more than British politics, 
however, breed intrigues, and a large body 
of opinion sopn grew tired of Kemal’s 
dominance. During the last two months 
the Unionist Party, which is the back- 
bone of the Opposition in the Assembly, 
has won the support of the Orthodox 
Party, and fierce attacks have been made 
upon the Nationalist leader. The next 
few days will show whether Mustapha is 
strong enough to crush this opposition. 
Ismet Pasha has won the first round for 
his chief. After a week s argument he has 
induced the Council of Commissars to 
agree to his proposals for submission to 
the Assembly. It is said that he has 
suggested “various unimportant amend- 
ments” to the Treaty. If they are 
“unimportant,’’ he will not find the Allies 
ready to quarrel with him about them. 
Proof of Britain s willingness to smooth 
his path by every possible means is given 
by the withdrawal of the warships from 
Smyrna. 3 


Italy’s Achievement. 


The signature by the King of Italy to a 
decree abolishing the Ministry for the 
Liberated Territories sets the seal of 
practical completion upon a task of recon- 
struction whose magnitude the friends of 
Italy have not generally appreciated, . Anglo- 
Saxons, and, perhaps, other foreigners also, 
are apt to think of Italy as a place where 
it is too hot to work hard, where the 
people feed goats and tend olive trees, 
stretch macaroni out to dry, sing, read 
Dante, and extract largesse from Chicago 
millionaires and milords from Bradford 
and Leeds. In conducting revolutions, 
faction fights and affairs of the heart the 
Italian is given credit for exhibiting an 
almost histrionic verve and snap. Other- 
wise he is considered to be essentially of 
the Janguorous and slightly unprofitable 
South. Nothing, of course, could be further 
from the truth. In Southern Italy the 
agriculturists may be relieved from the 
heart-breaking labours that fall to agri- 
culturists in less hospitable climes. The 
Northern Italian is, perhaps, the hardest 
worker in the world. The achievements 
of the Ministry of Liberated Territories 
bear witness to this fact. In the space of 
four years it has completely re-built or 
restored ninety per cent. of the two hundred 


thousand houses in the devastated areas 


that were wholly or largely destroyed. Of 
nine hundred churches that were. badly 
injured more than seven hundred have 
been completely restored. Over six hundred 
thousand refugees have been maintained, 
restored to their homes, and re-established 
in industry. Industry and commerce in 
the liberated territories still lag, but this 
is due not to want of reconstruction, but 
to the high cost of fuel. The Italians are 
making enormous efforts to supply this 
lack by the development of water-power. 
This effort on the part of the Italians is 
one that the French, with their infinitely 
greater resources, might take to heart. 


American Public Schools. 


The report recently issued by the 
Carnegie Foundation for the advance- 
ment of teaching dealing with the Ameri- 
can public schoo] system will repay the 
attention of Irish educationalists. The 
report points, in the first place, to the 
fact that since 1890 the cost of free 
education has risen to over nine pounds 
per head. It goes on to point out that, 
while the American still regards the ideal 
of free public education with democratic 
devotion, he is beginning to wonder 
whether it is worth what it costs. The 
grievance is that the cost of public educa- 
tion has been enormously increased by a 
process of making the public school less 
and less a place where the child gets the 
rudiments of education that must form 
the foundation of any suqgessful career, 
from bricklaying upwards, and more and 
more a primary schoo] and a technical 
training college rolled into one. The added 
cost of this “vocational” training is 
enormous, and there is no limit to its 
increase. The value of the technica] train- 
ing is often problematic, and it is not the 
business of the State to-teach the citizen 
his trade free of charge. It is not the 
custom of the American people to retrace 
their steps when they can change their 
direction, but a reconstruction of ideas on 
the subject of public education seems to 
be inevitable and likely to take the form 
of a flight back to the “Three R’s.”’

UR AND BABYLON. 


- 


Nebuchadnessars Jewels. 


(BY BYZANTIUM.) 
Ta interest which the public has shown 


for the Valley of the Tombs of the 

Kings must now be shared with Ur of 
the Chaldees, in Babylonia, the Shinar of 
the Book of Genesis. LDiscoveries of the first 
inveitance have just been made by an ex- 
ploration party, jointly financed by the 
British Museum and Pennsylvania Univer- 
sity, in this ancient city 
dveit. 

The tomb of Tutankhamen, at Luxor, 
takes us back thirteen centuries before 
Christ; but the temple of Ur, whose ruins 
li@ about a hundred miles noi -west of 
Basra, takes us back to over four thousand 
vears before Christ. ‘The earliest brick 
walls, uncovered by the excavations, belonged 
te the Second Dynasty of Ur (3,600 B.C.), 
and the discoveries iu this city during ihe 
last twenty years have cast much light on the 
whole history of the Babylonian Empire. 


The Code of Hammurabi. 


Not many years ago there was discovered 
the celebrated Code of Uammurabi,” and 
twenty-eight columns of its text now repose 
in the British Museum. Hammurabi is 
almost unanimously identified with King 
Amraphel, of Genesis 14, who was contem- 

fary with Abraham—that is, about 2,000 
bc. The code verrfies many of the customs 
of the patriarchs, such as Sarah giving 
Hagar to Abraham because she was childless. 
Again, Abraham's reference to Eliezer is ex- 
plained by Hammurabi’s laws relating to the 
adoption of slaves. 

Four thousand years ago Ur was one of the 


| greatest cities of Babylonia, and the southern 


centre of the worship of the Moon God 
Nannar. Babylon did not become the real 
capital of the land until the reign of Ham 
murabi, who established the first Babylonian 
Empire. 

Mr. Woolley, who is in charge of the ex- 
pedition, gives us some interesting informa- 
tion about the second temple of the Moon. 
at Ur, which has been partially unearthed. 
He considers that the first and .more im- 
portant temple constituted the bachelor resi- 
dence of the Moon God, and the second his 
harem. 

It will be remembered that a large part of 
the main temple of the Moon. was uncovered 
in 1918 by a British Museum expedition. 
This temple seems to have been built in 
stages, after the true Babylonian fashion ; 
as was also, in all probability, the Tower of 


Babel. 
Babylon tke Great. 


It is believed that the earliest dwellers tn 
Shinar (Babylonia) were «the Sumero- 
Akkadians, people of non-Semite origin. The 
primitive deified King of Babylon was Mero- 
dach, the Nimrod who is mentioved in the 
tenth chapter of Genesis. His kingship 
must have been of very early date indeed, 
for in 3,800 B.C. Sargam, King of Akkad, in 
Babylon, had made vast conquests from the 
Persian Gulf to the Mediterranean. 

All through the second millenmum B.C. 
the influence of the Assyrians grew in Baby, 
lonia, till finally Assyrian Kings oceupied her 

hrone. One of these was the famous 
Sennacherib, who made predatory incursions 
into Egypt and Palestine, in one instance de- 
perting from Palestine some 200,000 persons. 
An event almost unparalleled in the history 
of the world was the destruction, in a single 
night, of Sennacherib’s vast army when it 
had invaded Judah. Sennacherib was the 
first’ King to fix permanently the seat of Go- 
vernment at Nineveh, which he adorned with 
magnificent buildings, and fortifie. with a 
vall eight miles in circumference. i 

In the sixth century p.c. the asge-long empire 
of Babylonia succumbed to Cyrus, the Persian 
invader, and before many centuries more had 
passed away. ‘‘ The wild beasts of the desert, 
with the wild beasts of the islands. shall dwell 
there, and the owls shall dwell therein: and 
it shall be no more inhabited for ever: PD 
shall it be dwelt in from generation to g 


tion. ” 
Nebuchadneszars Jewels. 


The ancient temple of the Moon at Ur was 
rebuilt in the sixth century RB by 
Nebuchadnezzar, who, however, kept to the 
original Jan of the edifice. The hope is nov 
ge mh that a record-chamber may have 
been built in it to contam cuneiform tablets 
relating to Babylonian history. 

Nebuchadnezzar is, perhaps, best known to 
us as the king who cast Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abednezgo into the burning fiery furnace. 
Some of his jewels have just heen discovered 
at Ur, and much archeological interest is at- 
tached tothem. A noteworthy relic of a much 
earlier date, discovered in the same city, is a 
fragment of a stone vase, carved 2,000 B.c. 
with a representation of the Meon God and 
Goddess being worshipped by their votaries. 

An arrangement has been made with the 
Iraq authorities by which a new Bagdad 
museum is to receive half the objects found, 
the other half being divided between England 
and America. England will, however, have 
the task of examining and classifving the 
objects before they are finally divided.

FREE STATE FINANCE. 

Mr. Foxcroft, having asked the Under- 
Secretary for the Colonies whether the British 
Government has carried through, or contem- 
plates carrying through, any loan or loans to 
the Irish Free State, Mr. Stanley Baldwin, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, writes that the 
answer is in the negative.

Mr. Baldwin—No, sir. I did not think it 
necessary or desirablé to propose any such 
arrangement as that suggested in the ques- 
tion, which appears to be based upon assump- 
tions which I cannot accept. I understand 
that the Free State Government have, so far, 
been able to meet their expenditure out of 
revenue. Whether they will find it necessary 
to raise a loan to provide for compensation 
payments, or for any other purposes, and, if 
so, on what terms, Í am not in a position to 
say.

As regards those arising out of 
damage committed prior to July 11, 192k he 
referred the hon. member to his reply of the 
20th inst., and as regards those arising out of 
damage subsequent to that date, the Com- 
mittee, he assumed, would begin hearing them 
ws soon as the bill now before the Free State 
Parliament became law.

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


Motor Taxes and Rural Areas. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
i LONDON, Tuesday. 

Colonel Wedgwood is under the impression 
that he knows all about India, and gave a 
thin House of Commons this afternoon the 
benefit of a large portion of his knowledge 
in the course of an hour's speech on the 
iniquity of an Act recently passed to protect 
the native States against disaffection. In- 
cidentally he made an attack upon the native 
princes, which was much resented by the 
Ministerialists present, and even caused Major 
Vatts-Morgan, one of his own colleagues, to 
protest. i 

Earl Winterton gave a long and detailed 
reply to the points which had been raised. 
He expressed the opinion that the Act under 
discussion was a matter with which Parlia- 
ment ought not to interfere. It was the 
bounden duty of the Viceroy to respect and 
fulfl the Treaty engegements which had been 
ente-ed into with the native princes, and we 
were bound up to the hilt by pledges and 
proclamations to protect these princes against 
sedition and disaffection. He .warned the 
Labour Party that if they sought to defend 
the scurrilous language used in their attacks, 
it would be many years before they saw 
Labour on the Government henches. 

Passing Colonel Wedgwood's motion, Lord 
Winterton wound up. would. indeed, be doing 
in if] service to the Impire, and he honed 
v a larce maioritv would fur- 
nish proof of the respect and admiration we 
in this country had for the princes of India.

MARKING OF EGGS. 
By A Potrticat CoRRESPONDENT 

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday Night 
The Agricultural Committee, which is one 
largest and most active of the Parlia- 
nrentary groups, has settled the lines of the 
bill to amend the Merchandise Marks Act, of 
which Captain Pretyman will take charge in 
the second reading debate on Friday, March 
16. The first object of the bill-ie to ensure 
that the consumer shall know whether he ns 
British or foreign produce. Tt is 
hoped to-include all food-stuffs, vegetables, 
and ecgs. but there is no question of seeing 
protection, except protection against fraad. 

An example of the fraud which the bill aims 
at preventing occurred only last week, when a 
man. who had bought foreign egas, hawked 
them round the towns in County Durham as 
fresh or new-laid eggs, whieh he had just 
bought from the farmers. The imported eggs 
are chiefly Danish, but there are also large 
supplies of Egyptian and Chinese eggs. 

An international conference of egg-produc 
ing countries, which was held at The Hagne 
in 1921. agreed that the marking of eggs was 
an excellent thing. It is argued that foreign 
countries which produce good stuff. are not 
likely to object to marking. Denmark comes 
under this category, and some Danish firms 
actually mark their egcs because thev are so 
proud of them: Countries whose stuff is not 
sood do not matter—their produce would be 
better kept out 

The objection that the marking of 
would be expensive is met by the reply that 
in fact it would cost only nimepence a 
thousand. Among other grounds on which ad- 
vocates of the Amending Bill commend it, 1s 
the effect on the British farmer and market 
gardener, who would be put on his mettle to 
produce good quality, and get a market for it.

CONSIDERED IN SECRET 
SESSION AT ANGORA. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Tuesday. 

The National Assembly met at half-past 
one this afternoon, in secret session, to listen 
to the Government’s statement upon the 
draft Treaty of Lausanne, 

There was a fuli House, and the large 
crowds around the building testified to the 
public interest in the proceedings. 

Ismet Pasha explained to the Assembly the 
standpoint of the Government. 

According to the Turkish papers, the 
Council of Commissars has endorsed what 
Ismet had agreed with the Allies, and, with 
regard to the economic and financial ques- 
tions, the Council proposes their disjunction 
from the Treaty, conditional upon a settle- 
ment being reached within six months. 

If this information is correct, it would 
imply that the Government is confident of 
carrying the majority of the Chamber. 

What is very significant is the violent 
criticism, apparently the result of a mot 
d’orfre, indulged jn by all the papers, who 
accuse Sir Horace Rumbold, the British High 
Commissioner, and Mr. Ryan, chief drago- 
man, of deliberately working against the in- 
terests of peace. 

The papers allege that they are responsible 
for refusing to separate the economic ques- 
tions from the Treaty, which Ismet sug- 
gested at Lausanne. 

However, the general tone of the papers is 
very optimistic.—Press Association Foreign 
Special.

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

Buenos Ayres telegrams received here report 
that Dr. J. G. Wolf, who has returned from 
a two years’ expedition in the wilds of Paha- 
gonia, has discovered a fossilised human. skull 
of the Tertiary period. ' 

Proíessor Fran: Boas, the famous anthro- 
pologist of Columbia University, in an inter: 
view, states that if the details of the dis- 
covery given by Mr. Wolf are authentic, the 
skull may be the oldest human relic of its 
kind ever found—hundreds of thousands of 
years old, and possibly 500,000 years older 
than the Java man ape, pithecanthropus erec- 
Lus, which is itself. 500,000 years old. 

Professor Boas says there has up to now 
been no trace of man in the Tertiary period, 
and suggests that the discovery may prove 
definitely that man originated on the Ameri- 
can Continent. 

Mr. Wolf was formerly in the Canadian 
| geological survey, and is now connected with 
the La Plata Museum research department. 

Another telegram from Noel, Missouri, re- 
ports that Mr. Raymond Harrington, who is 
at the heath of an expedition in that district, 
has discovéted skeletons of primitive men, be- 
lieved to have lived fifteen centuries ago.

LIVED HALF-A-MILLION 
YEARS AGO? 

Nothing, unless it is the age of the earth 
itself, has produced so much speculation as 
the ages of fossilised human remains. Expert 
discussions regarding the oldest human 
maigs centre round the “‘ Java man-ape,”’ the 
“Heidelberg man,” and the “ Piltdown man.” 

Scientists are still arguing about the age 
of the ape-man found in Java 31 years ago, 
but the figure of 500,000 vears is generally 
accepted. He thus dates back to what is 
known as the Pliocene Age, which is the last 
part of a tremendous stretch of geological 
time called the Tertiary Period. The Heidel- 
bery man was reconstructed out of the finding 
of a lower jawbone at Heidelberg in 1907, 
and the Piltdown man out of fossilised frag- 
ments discovered in a patch of gravcl at 
Pilidown, Susséx, in 1913. 

Owing to limited geological 
scientists have made but preliminary. guesses 
at tne ages of these remains. It is sup- 
posed. they. belonged to the Pleistocene period, 
which comes immediately after the Pliocene 
days of the Ape-Man of Java.

ITALY FEELING THE COAL 
SHORTAGE. 
From Our Own CorresPonpDent. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

_ Little notice is attached in diplomatic circles 
in Great Britain to the Paris and Rome sug- 
gestions of a Franco-Italian rapprochement, 
and still less to the fanciful predictions and 
attempts to form a huge Continental bloc, in 
which France, Italy, Russia, the Little Entente, 
and even Germany would all figure. 

It is uot certain that the Quai d’Orsay is as 
adverse to a Franco-Russian reconciliation ae 
it was in the Genoa days. But the matter is 
in the very earliest stages of exploration as 
yet. Far too many rocks lie in that particu- 
lar path to suggest that the two nations are 
in sight of an understanding. 

As for a Franco-German understanding— 
while economic deals between the industrialists 
of either country are always possible—any- 
thing like a political rapprochement is ‘palpably 
more distant than ever.. | 

Meanwhile one result of the arrest of pro- 
duction which France’s action has produced 
in the Ruhr is that Italy is in danger of being 
starved of coal. 

Germany is making some attempt to keep 
up her deliveries by sending coal from Upper 
Stiesia, but little is getting there from the 
Ruhr, and Italy, like Germany, is having to 
tdrn increasingly to the British market. 

But the effect of the Ruhr shortage has been 
to drive up prices by 6s. or 7s. to a auotation 
of 45s. per ton c.i.f. Italian ports. That is a 
grave matter for Italy. and thinking Italians 
can hardly remain enamoured of the French 
policy. 


THE INCHCAPE REPORT.

AU 
Liangynog, a village at the foot of the Berwyn 
Mountains, water is pouring throtigh several 
houses owing to the River Tanat being in 
flood. It is the worst flood since 1905.. 

Hundreds of acres are under water on each 
side of the Ouse at York. The river yester- 
day was eleven feet above normal, and it 18 
still rising.

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THE GALE IN IRELAND.

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LOWLST BAROMETER 
YEARS. 


Following the dropping of the barometer 
to the lowest point recorded in Queenstown 
during the last twenty-four years—viz., 28.09, 
a fierce gale started to blow shortly before 
daybreak on Monday morning, and, con- 
tinuing to “increase in strength reached harri- 
cane force during the day. The wind was 
mainly from the south-west. Mountainous 
seas are running off the harbour. 

The ss. Devon City, a steamer of 5,582 tons 
gross, is oe to have met with serious 
. damage on Friday last in latitude 47.14 north 
and long, 20.48 west (about 500 miles west of 
Cerk Harbour). On Friday evening the ship 
was so badly injured that her master de- 
cided to return to Queenstown, being then 
on his way to New York from Cardiff, which 
he left on the 10th February. He sent out 
a message that he was returning to Queens- 
town. The forecastle deck was “et” down, 
all forward ventilators and starboard lifeboats 
were washed away, the . port lifeboat: was 
damaged, and the steering gear buffer spring 
broken. It is now learned that the owners 
have ordered the vessel to Barry Roads, and 
she is proceeding slowly. 


36 HOURS’ BATTLE WITH THE 
STORM. 


The first vessel to enter Cork Harbour after 
Sunday night’s and Monday’s gale was the ss. 
Steinburn, which was bound with a cargo of 
coal from Whitehaven to Cork, and arrived 
yesterday. She reports having had a dread- 
ful experience off the Irish coast, and the 
loss of a fireman, who was washed overboard. 
The vessel left Whitehaven early on Satur- 
day morning, and everything went well till 
she was off the Waterford coast, where she 
was struck by a sonth-westerly gale. Captain 
McClean, her master, first thought to run for 
Waterford, but the violence of the gale mak- 
ing this course impossible, al] that was left to 
him was to heave to, and he remained for 
thirty-six hours battling with the gale, which 
sent up mountainous seas. - 

All through the night and during Monday 
his little vessel of 256 tons was pounded merci- 
lessly by thundering seas, which broke over 
her continuously. 


LASHED TO THE WHEEL, 

“Bo bad did it become,” said Captain 
McClean, “that-I had to lash myself to the 
wheel and remain so for over thirty-six hours. 
While the gale was at its worst early on 
Monday morning; one of the firemén, who was 
going to relieve the watch in thé stokehold, 
was dashed against one of the stanchions’ by 
a terrific sea, which disembowled -him and 
washed him overboard. We could render him 
no. help whatever, for to attempt to save him 
was certain death.” At the end of thirty-six 
hours the gale had moderated’ sufficiently to 
allow the vessel to go to Queenstown. 

This, coneluded the captain, was the worst 
gale that I ever experienced, and on Monday 
the glass reached the lowest point that I ever

time been pursuing negotiations to this end, 
but the difficulties which lay in the way were 
great (if not at the moment insurmountable). 
A more unfortunate time for such negotia- 
tions it was impossible to imagine; the out- 
look was quite incalculable, and while many 
of the railways were subject to continuous 
attack and destruction, some of the Northern 
lines were immune, and were carrying on 
without interference. 

The amalgamation whereby the present 
Great Northern Railway system was built up 
were unquestionably beneficial, both to the 
railway and to the public interest, but the 
advantage gained was largely owing to the 
continuity of railway ownership in the work- 
ing of considerable streams of through traffic.

verged on the town. At a place called Cross- 
brum, about a mile and a half outside Old- 
castle, Captain Fox, of Kells, observed two 
men in the distance whose movements aroused 
his suspicions. He came upon them by sur- 
prise, and called upon them to surrender, 

The two men, finding themselves sur- 
rounded, gave themselves up and were made 
prisoners. Mm their possession was found a 
rum of £385 19s. lld., which was subsequently 
identified as the bank money, and was for- 
mally handed over to the bank manager. In- 
cluded in. the amount were 108 sovereigns. 
The two prisoners were. marched to Oldcastle, 
where they were watched by a large crowd. 
From Oldcastle they were taken, under heavy 
escort, to Kells military barracks. Neither of 
the two had arms when captured.

RAILWAYS AND. IMPROVED 
FACILITIES. 

At a meeting of the Committee of the 
Cattle Exporters’ Association, at the Com- 
mercial Buildings, Dublin, Mr. Hugh Cassidy 
presiding, the Sub-Committee appointed to 
nguire into complaints on matters of transit 
reported that they had interviewed Mr. 
Smith, Traffic Manager, Great Southern and

THE ART OF VENICE. 


MR. THOMAS BODKIN’S SERIES 
OF LECTURES. 


“ Painting in Venice” was the subject of 


the last of a series of lectures on painting 


delivered by Mr. Thomas Bodkin at the 
Grad lial Hall, Trinity College, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

yhody, the lectorer said, who wished to 

& just view of the scope and qualities of 
Venetian painting must commence by. con- 
sidering the character cf the Venetian people 
and the course of their history. 

Poets and romancerg had spread, for their 
pwn , & false conception of the 
Venetian State. They descri it as a 
pominsl republic, seething perpetually with 
Intrigue. and ruled by a dangerous and cruel 

ta, Its citizens were represented as a race 
enslaved to their own greedy aristocracy. 
Venetian liberty was an accident of situation ; 
Venetian courage a thing untested; Venetian 
art a trade investment. 

e truth was that Venice was the most de- 
mocratic State of Italy in the Christian era. 
For eleven hundred years the republic of 
Venice prevailed, and no other State ever 
maintained the public epirit of her people at 
euch a high pitch over such a period. 

The vigour of the State was well exemplified 
in the figures and actions of those superb old 
men whom it produced al! through its history. 
The series of their portraits by such masters 
as Bellini, Titian, Palma, Pordenone, Bassano, 
Vérinese, Lofti, and Tintoretto formed a glory 
peculiar to Venice, the first modern State that 
undertook, systematically, to record and pre- 
serve the likeneases of her chief citizens. 

The lecturer, continuing, said that the 

Venetian painters had recorded over and over 
again every aspect of their beloved city. 
Doge and fisherman shared the same pride in 
Venice, the same fierce desire to promote her 
welfare and honour, the same exultation in 
her triumphs. 
The Venetians inevitably produced a great 
art. In fact, their veintii appealed to all 
art lovers, in the strongest, tenderest, and 
most endearing ways. It was not intellectual 
as Florentine art was intellectual. Yet it 
was always thoughtful. and intense, It 
stimulated their deepest feelings and their 
dearest memories. It affected them like 
music. Their whole being vibrated in 
sympathy with some of the masterpieces of 
Venetian painting. They could not criticise 
Se by a stern, deliberate exercise of the 
will. 

Painters of a sort were plentiful in Venice 
from her earliest days. he statute of the 
Venetian painters’ guild was framed in the 
year 1572, over 80 years before the foundation 
of the Guild of Sienna, which followed next 
in point of time. 

Intercourse with the East also delayed the 
development of Venetian painting. It 
nourished the Venetians’ native love of 
colour and starved their sense of form. In 
early Venice colour ran riot, which was a 
trinmph for the spirit of the East. 

The growth of a feeling for form was 
h k by the supremacy of colour, and 
took long to develop and find its true place 
in Venetian painting. When it did, an art 
resulted which has never been surpassed. The 
greatest masters of Venetian painting are 
the greatest masters of all painting. 

No school of painting had more vitality 
than that of the Venetian. Even at the aN 
sent moment it was to Venice that Italy 
looked for a revival of artistic glories, and it 
was in Venice that almost every nodern 
Italian artist of merit was to be found. 

The lecture was illustrated by numerous 
lantern slides, depicting different phases of 
Venetian art.

BOCHUM, Tuesday. 

The Bord street of Bochum has been 
occupied by the French. 

When b arrived here yesterday inquire 
into the German stories of “a Wild West 
Show ” at the week-end, I found the centre 
of the town closed to ail traffic. 

All the best hotels, cafes, restaurants, 
shops, cinemas, theatres, and- concert halis 
were closed, and a ring of soldiers, with 
armed cars in their centre, cut off all the 
streets leading te the best shopping quarters. 

The General Commanding the troops here 
gave me an acoount of what had happened. 

‘Our men have been here for over a 
month,” he said, “living quite peacefully 
with the population. Orders came from Berlin, 
and boycotting was started against us. Our 
telephones were cut and our tolngregiiie com- 
munications interfered with, so we closed the 
post-office. 

‘* As an answer to the hoyootting, we began 
to requisition what we needed. ‘Jo-day, as a 
means of punishing the big merchants, from 
whom ali hostility has come, we decided that 
if they would not sell to us they, should not 
sell to anybody, eo we have blockaded them.” 

The affair of the wrecking of the Chamber 
of Commerce and of the other local offices 
seems to have been exaggerated, but chere is 
no doubt that the troops got out of hand and 
caused a good deal of willful damage. They 
had apparently been confined to barracks for 
some time and were nervy. They are still 
pervy env a certain amount of tension still 
exists in the town, But the French now 
appear to have the situation well in hand. 

he French authorities seem to think that a 
crisis is approaching over the whole area, Lut 
there is a hope that as the effect of sanctions 
becomes more and more clearly defined the 
realisation of imminent ruin will bring the 
Germane to their senses.

CLOSING THE TOMB. 


—— 


SAFEGUARDING FROM RISK OF 
INUNDATION. 


From A Specra, CORRESPONDENT, 
LUXOR, Tuesday. 
The Royal necropolis enclosure in the 
Valley of the Kings presented the strangest 
sight to-day, when the work of closing in 
the tomb of King Tutankhamen was con- 
tinued, amid dense clouds of dust and sand, 
which the strong south wind blew all over the 
valley, making everything unpleasant to 


visitors. 

The whole : ion of closing in the tomk 
will take abou: J4 working hours, truly a 
noteworthy achievement, considering all that 
is entailed. The first essential was the block- 
ing of the doorway. To this Mr. Howard 
Carter personally attended. With his own 
hands he removed the wooden framework and 
the grille, with which the mouth of the tomb 
has been closed since it was first found, and 
ow in their place the balks with which it 

ad to be blocked. About a score of these 
balks were used, each some 63in. long and 
10in. wide. They are of Turkish oak, the 
hardest wood that could be found in the 
country, and in between were placed planks 
of plane wood. These planks were inserted 
owing to the vital necessity of protecting the 
tomb from any possible risk of inundation, 
the idea being that, in the event of water 
getting through the rubble, the plane wood 
will temd to strengthen the barrier. 

To-morrow at noon the well of the outside 
shaft will have been completely filled up 
to the level of the containing wall, The only 
outward and visible indications of the position 
of the sepulchral chamber will be the stone 
wall forming the parapet and the kiosk, which 
has served as a temporarv office in the well,

Only crime such 
as one would expect to dnd in a crowded com- 
munity had occurred. 

The synopsis of crime and specially re- 
ported cases showed 24, as compared with 28 
in the corresponding period of last year, in- 
cluding three cases of house-breaking, five of 
larceny from the person, four of malicious in- 
jury, one of assault with intent to rob, and 
one under the Firearms Act of 1920.

IMPOSING PROCESSION TO 
PARLIAMENT HOUSE. 

As His Grace and the Duchess of Abercorn 
drove from Stormont Castle to the Parliament 
buildings they had a most cordial reception 
from the citizens at all points along the route. 
There were particularly large crowds 
assembled in the vicinity of the City Hall, 
also along Bedford street and at the Par- 
Jiament buildings. At Chichester street the 
Governor's party was met by an escort of 
cavalry and mounted police, and thence 
onward to the Parliament buildings the same 
arrangements prevailed as on the occasion of 
the State entry the previous day. With the 
Governor were the Right Hon. Sir Dawson 
Bates (the Minister in Attendance), Mr. 8S. G. 
Tallents, C.B., C.B.E. (Imperial Secretary), 
and the Private Secretary (Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Oscar Henderson, D.S.O., R.N.). 

In the motor cars which, at brief intervals, 
preceded the Governor's cavalcade were the. 
Prime Minister (Right Hon. Sir James Craig, 
Bart.), the Duchess of Abercorn, Lady Craig, 
the Lord Primate, and other distinguished 
members of the house party at Stormont. 

From the City Hall to the Parliament 
House the streets were lined by military, 
who presented arms as His Grace slowly 
passed. 

At Shaftesbury square the band of the 
Somerset Regiment was stationed and played 
a number of airs, which were appreciated by 
the waiting crowd. 

A large crowd had assembled outside the 
Parliament buildings, notwithstanding the 
fact that the weather was not too favourable 
tor outdoor demonstrations. Included in the 
crowd at this point was a large party of the 
Qneen’s University students, who cheered 
vociferously as the Governor’s party passed 
into the grounds in front of the Parliament 
buildings. The Governor was received by 
Major-General A. R. Cameron, C.B., C.M.G., 
Genera] Officer Commanding Northern Dis- 
trict, and Captain R. G. D. Dewar, C.B.E., 
R.N., Senior Nava] Officer Northern Ireland. 
His Grace immediately proceeded to inspect 
the guard of honour, which was mounted by 
the ist Battalion Prince of Wales’s Volun- 


teers. 
STATE PROCESSION. 

Five minutes before noon the Governor was 
received inside the Parliament buildings by 
the Speaker of the Senate (Right Hon. the 
Marquis of Dufferin), the Gentleman Usher of 
the Black Rod, the Clerk and Assistant Clerk 
of the Senate. A procession was marshalled 
and proceeded into the Senate in the follow- 
ing order :—A.D.C. (Lieutenant F. Gilliland, 
R.N.V.R.) and A.D.C. (Colonel J. M. M‘Clin- 
tock, C.B.E., D.L.); the Private Secretary 
(Lieutenant-Commander 0. Henderson) ;

LORD LONDONDERRY AND 
THE CUSTOMS BARRIER. 


In the Senate, the address in reply was 
moved by the Right Hon. RB, D. Perceval 
Maxwell, D.L., seconded by Senator J. A.

Lord Londonderry, after referring to the 
Education Bill and Temperance legislation,

Their sympathy naturally 
Went to any party which was desirous of 
establishing and maintaining law and order, 
Though they did not see eve to eye with 
them upon many questions, it was not for 
them to hamper the Free State officials in the 
task of restoring law and order. He need 
hardly say he regretted the suggestion of 
the erection of a tariff wall That suggestion 
of the Free State Government was made on 
the very day when he (Lord Londonderry) 
— urging to the best of his ability the case 
R the freedom of import of cattle to Great 
iritain from the Free State, as well as 
Northern Ireland. 
i he erection of a tariff wall was bound to 
““ provocative, and could not be in the true 
interest of either North or South, singly or 
together He hoped saner counsels would pre. 
NEE He believed the tariff wall; like the 
cycott, would be found to be a two-edged 
and very sharp weapon. 

While acknowledging the generally sym-

SIR J. CRAIG'S ASSURANCES. 


When the House of Commons resumed in 
the afternoon, 

Professor R. J. Johnstone (Queen's Univer- 

sity) moved that an address be presented to 
the Governor, offering thanks for the speech. 
He expressed the congratulations of the House 
to the Governor on the great honour conferred 
upon him. He belonged to a family long 
associated with the North of Ireland, and that 
he possessed the confidence of that House was 
proved by the fact that he was unanimously 
elected one of the first members of their 
Senate. A considerable programme was 
placed before them for the new session, and 
among the various measures to be singled 
out for special mention were the Education 
Bill and the Bill for Temperance Reform. 
here was ‘sume criticism because the former 
bill might differ in some respects from the 
finding of the Lynn Committee. That Com- 
mittee had not received inspiration from 
heaven, and if the bill differed from the Com- 
mittee report the Committee would not be in 
the slightest degree annoyed. 

In order to foster local interest in education 
it was suggested to establish local committees. 
Where this system existed across the water 
good results were enjoyed. Another matter 
which might not so readily appeal to the tax- 
payer was the need there might exist for the 
striking of a local rate to help in paying for 
education. It was admitted that secondary 
teachers were wretchedly paid, and their con- 
ditions in this respect were a standing disgrace 
to Northern Ireland, and also a standing 
menace to the province. (Hear, hear.) Unless 
some speedy relief were granted in the way of 
giving a living wage to secondary teachers, 
very soon there would be none left in their 
province, 

Mr. J. M. Mark (Derry), in seconding, con- 
gratulated the Government on the immediate 
introduction of education and temperance 
legislation. 

BORDER PROTECTION, 

Sir Robert Anderson (Derry) said they 
had enjoyed comparative peace for six months, 
and there were no internal foes, and he hop 
no external foes or influence at work. He 
had noticed, however, that there had been of 
late a gradual withdrawal of Imperial forces 
from the province. If the representatives of 
the Imperial authority did not continue as 
| strong in numbers as hitherto, he hoped that 
there would be no further disbanding of the 
Constabulary forces, upon which they would 
have to depend for protection and for the 
maintenance of Jaw and order throughout the 
province. If there was to be a redistribu- 
tion of the Imperial forces in Ulster, might 
he ha upon the Government the neces- 
sity of seeing that such forces were placed 
as close to the boundary lines as possible, at 
such places as Enniskillen and Londonderry, 
where there was splendid barrack accommo- 
dation, and where they had a people willing 
and anxious to show their goodwill to the 
troops and loyally welcome the forces of the 
Crown. These places should be provided with 
adequate garrisons. He hoped the Covern- 
ment that day would be able to assure the 
House that this matter was receiving its best 
and fullest, consideration, and in due course. 
if necessary, that it would impress upon the 
imperial authorities the necessity for these 
outposts of the six counties being sufficiently 
garrisoned, : 

He suggested that the Ministry of Com- 
merce should establish a permanent exhibition 
in Belfast, where buyers from overseas 
Dominions and America could see what Ulster 
could produce. He would like to know what 
arrangements, if any, had been made with the 
British Treasury with regard to the future 
financial relationship between Northern Ire- 
land and the Imperial Government. Had any 
basis been fixed as to what their contributions 
should be? 


PREMIER’S REPLY. 


The Prime Minister, after paying a tribute 
to the mover and seconder of the Address, 
said that it was with great joy they wel- 
comed their Governor on his State entry to 
the city and to Ulster. As time went on, 
he believed Ulster would rise to be a great 
State within the Empire. It would be their 
desire to tender to the Royal family their 
felicitations on two very happy events—one 
of which concerned Princess Mary and the 
other the Duke of York. (Hear, hear.) 

They might now congratulate themselves 
upon the restoration of law and order. They 
must give the praise to those to whom, it 
was admitted, the honour and, in their in- 
stence, the duty of maintaining law and 
order was due—namely, the Royal Ulster 
Constabulary and the Special Constabulary, 
assisted by the forces of the Crown, where 
necessary. 

It would be gratifying to the House to 
know that the British Government had 
treated them so generously and fairly with 
regard to the coming financial year that 
there would be no necessity to affect the 
geueral scheme of the Special Constabulary, 
or to reduce it. For the next thirteen 
months they might have relieved from their 
minds the anxious question of Ways and 
Means to meet that charge, as the British 
Exchequer will meet the cost of the Specials 
for another twelve months.

THE KING’S SPEECH. 
“éP- 
EDUCATION AND TEMPERANCE 
BILLS. 

The following is the text’ of the King’s 
Speech read by the Governor :— 

MEMBERS OF THE SENATE AND OF THE HOUSE 
or COMMONS— 

On this the first occasion on which I have 
the privilege to address you in my present 
capacity, i desive to express.my appreciation 
of the high honour conferred upon me by our 
Sovereign, and my sense of humble duty to 
him and his loyal subjects throughout 
Northern Ireland, and my congratulations to 
all concerned that this, the third session of 
your Parliament, opens under brighter 
auspices than might have been hoped for 
even six months ago. 

Hitherto you have been mainly occupied 
with matters incidental to the setting up of 
your Parliament and Government Depart- 
ments, and with measures necessary for safe- 
guarding life and property. Owing to wise 
administration, and with a Judiciary of which 
any State might be proud, strengthened by 
Acts passed for the special purpose, order has 
been restored and respect for the law estab- 
lished. For this satisfactory condition I 
feel a tribute should be paid to the Inspector- 
General and the officers and men of the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary, and of the Special Con- 
stabulary, in which Forces discipline and a 
high sense of duty throughout all ranks has 
called forth universal and well-merited praise, 
which is also due to officers and men in your 
prison service. 

The time has now happily arrived when you 
are in a position to enter upon the considera- 


tion of affairs of a more domestic and remedial 


nature. 

The principal bills of the new session will 
deal with re sg and temperance reform. 
The first of these, which will be laid before 
you at an early date, will be framed ‘to co- 
ordinate and reform the several services of 
public education and to promote the’ general 
welfare of children and young persons. . The 
latter cannot be dealt with, at the earliest, 
until after Easter, owing to complicated 
financial and other questions involved. -— I 
earnestly trust that the discussion on these 
two primary measures will be conducted with 
a spirit of helpfulness, toleration, and good- 
will, to the end that there may. be placed 
upon the Statute Book Acts conferring lasting 
Lenefits upon the people as a whole. 

Other important measures which will engage 
your attention will include the application to 
Northern Ireland of the Criminal Evidence 
Act, 1898, which enables an accnsed person 
to give evidence in his own defence, and a 
bill dealing with the amendment of Criminal 
law in the interests of young persons. Bills 
to amend the Trade Boards Acts, Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Acts, and the Petty Sessions 
Acts will be introduced, and also legislation 
having for its object the reconstruction of 
records of joint stock companies whose re- 
gistered offices are situate in Northern Ire- 
land. A bill will be introduced making it 
obligatory upon all civil servants and other 
persons employed by the Government of 
Northern Ireland to take the Oath of 
Allegiance to His Majesty the King and his 
Government of Northern Ireland. 

There are, in addition, a certain number of 
other administrative measures which will 
claim your attention. 

It is intended at an early date to appoint 
a Royal Commission— 

“To consider and report as to how the 
natural and industrial resources of Northern 
Jreland can be best developed, with a view 
to increasing general prosperity and reducing 
the extent of unemployment.’’ 

lhe Government proposes to set up a Com- 
mittee to consider the form legislation should 
take to deal with the question of rent restric- 
tion, in view of the expiry of contro] in June 
next. 

A committee has been appointed to inquire 
into reformatory and industrial schools, and 
steps have been taken to appoint a committee 
to investigate the jury sytem. 

I am particularly gratified to learn that 
voluntary machinery tor negotiation is being 
set up by the railway companies and the 
railway trade unions, the result of which, I 
trust, will be that a larger measure of -har- 
mony will in future prevail throughout the 
railway systems of Northern Ireland. 

The problem of unemployment is still 
serious, and [ appreciate the patient way in 
which the people have borne the trials which 
they have been called upon to endure in com- 
mon with their fellow-subjects throughout the 
United Kingdom. The prevailing indication of 
a revival of trade and shipbuilding en- 
couraged in certain directions by the opera- 
tion of the Loans Guarantee Act of last Ses- 
sion causes me great satisfaction; my Ministers 
are giving their most anxious consideration 
to the many problems inseparable from such a 
revival, so that as quickly as possible steady 
employment may be provided as a natural 
consequence of trade prosperity, and local 
authorities and other public bodies through- 
out the country are heartily co-operating with 
the Government in the promotion of -relief 
schemes, many of lasting utility, providing 
much-needed employment and absorbing over 
£1,500,000. Work on the preparation of the 
site for permanent Parliamentary’ and Minis- 
terial buildings has been begun, and I am 
assured that there will be no _ interruption 
until the whole undertaking is completed. 
Members or THE House or Commons— 

By agreement with the British Government 
a Special Committee has been established 
under the chairmanship of Lord Colwyn to in- 
quire into and report upon the financial rela- 
tions between the Government and the Go- 
vernment of Northern Ireland, as affected by 
the setting up of the Free State. Your Minis- 
ter of Finance is laying before that Committee 
the various matters as to which North@n Ire- 
land is concerned. 

The estimates of expenditure on the ser- 
vices for the ensuing financial year: will be 
laid before you in due course, but until Lord 
Colwyn’s Committee has completed its labour 
it will be only possible to present partial and 
tentative estimates. 

MEMBERS OF THE SENATE AND OF THE HovsE 
or ComMons— 

His Gracious Majesty, when he addressed you 
in person on the 22nd June, 1921, said :—‘“‘I 
am confident that the important matters en- 
trusted to the control and guidance of the 
Northern Parliament will be managed with 
wisdom and with moderation, with fairness 
and due regard to every faith and interest, 
and with no abatement of that patriotic de- 
votion to the Empire which you proved so 
gallantly in the great war.” I am proud to 
testify that the faith entertained by His 
Majesty on that occasion was abundantly 
justified. 

And I pray that Almighty God may bestow 
His abundant blessing upon your delibera- 
trons.

The directors’ report and statement of ac- 
counts was put to the meeting and was 
unanimously adopted. 

On the motion of the Chairman, seconded 
by Mr. Guinness, a resolution was passed de- 
claring a 4 per cent. dividend on the Prefer- 
ence Stock, and on the Ordinary Stock 6 per 
cent. for the half-year ended 3lst December, 
1922, thus making, with the interim dividend 
of 4 per cent. per annum, paid last June, 5 
per cent. for the year. 

The three directors who retired by rotation 
—Mr. H. S. Guinness, Mr. W. Bb. Carson, and 
Captain (Goulding—were unanimously re- 
elected; and Mr. Marcus Goodbody was re- 
elected auditor. 

Sir Thomas Macardle said that before the 
meeting separated he would like to say that 
the shareholders felt that they were under a 
great obligation to their staff for the prompti- 
tude with which they had repaired the damage 
that had been done in several different places 
to the railway. (Hear, hear. 

On the motion of Mr. James MacLoone, 
K.C., seconded by Mr. Michael O’Meara, the 
thanks of the meeting were accorded to the 
chairman, the directors, and the staff for their 
services. The staff had, he said, shown great

of their duties, and it was to their credit that 
there was no break in the service between 
Dublin and Belfast throughout the troubled 
period.

DUBLIN AND SOUTH- 
EASTERN. 

Sir Thomas G. Esmonde, Chairman of the 
Dublin and South-Eastern Railway Company, 
in the course of his speech at the annual 
meeting of the company at the head offices, 
Westland row, yesterday, said :— 

“ Your directors have already reported to 
you that up to 3lst December last claims 
amounting to £52,078 have been lodged under 
the Malicious Injuries Act. Since the close 
of the year we have suffered very severely, 
indeed, in this direction, and our claims to- 
day, excluding consequential damages and 
damage to goods in transit, total, approxi- 
mately, £80,000. These losses—deplorable as 
they. are—throw into strong relief the most 
encouraging feature of the situation. I refer 
to the praiseworthy conduct of our railway- 
men as a whole. It gives me much pleasure 
to record the splendid devotion to duty ex- 
hibited by all the railway workers on your 
line, whose duties bring them in personal 
contact with these troubles. For the last four 
or five months our men. have taken out their 
trains and have stood by their posts day by 
day, many of them fully conscious that in the 
course of their work they might be called 
upon to risk their lives. There has been no 
complaining or shirking of dangerous duty, 
and we are very proud of their attitude, 
behaviour, and resourcefulness when con- 
fronted with difficulty and danger. Our rail- 
waymen are a high example to the whole 
conntry in the matter of devotion to duty.” 

In moving the adoption of the report of the 
directors, the statement of accounts, and the 
statistical returns for the year ending 3lst De- 
cember, 1922, the Chairman, referring to the 
capital account, said that a new cross-over 
road was installed at Killiney, and fifteen 
hopper ballast waggons and a ballast plough 
were purchased. There was a credit of £1,562 
17s. 2d. on the capital account arising out of 
the sale of land at Macmine. 


THE YEAR'S WORKING. 

The receipts and expenditure arising out of 
railway working showed a total net income 
of £88,718, and the net receipts from the 
various subsidiary sources amounted to £8,205, 
giving a total net income of £96,923 on the 
year’s working. This net income enabled 
them to pay all their fixed charges, including 
interest on debenture stock, Kingstown line 
rent, etc., etc., totalling £90,704, leaving 
£6,169 towards dividends on the preference 
and ordinary stocks. The directors pro- 
posed to supplement the net revenue of the 
year by appropriating £22,000 out of the 
compensation received under the “Irish 
Railways (Settlement of Claims) Act," which, 
together with the £3,555 brought forward 
from last year’s account, increased the 
balance remaining after payment of fixed 
charges to £31,724. They recommended the 

yment of the full dividend on the 4 p.c. 
Beann stock, amounting to £18,545, and 
a dividend of 1 p.c. for the year on the Con- 
solidated Ordinary stock, amounting to 
£9,670, and the carrying forward to next 
account of the balance remaining—viz., 
£3,512. 

THE COMPENSATION FOND. 

The arbitration set up under the provisions 
of the “ Irish Railways (Settlement of Claims) 
Act, 1921,’’ awarded their company £165,282 
out of the three million pounds compensation 
payment made by the British Government to 
the Irish railways. Last year they ap- 
propriated £9,670 out of this fund for the 
purpose of paying the dividend on the Con- 
solidated Ordinary stock. The further ap- 
propriation of £22,000 now proposed, together 
with the purchase of two new engines, ab- 
sorbed. £50,996 ont of the fund, leaving a 
balance of £112,286, which was shown in 
the general balance sheet. 

The general balance sheet showed that the 
railway depreciation fund, which last year 
atood at £57,263, had been entirely absorbed. 
It was utilised to meet the cost of work which 
fell in arrear during the European war. 
Wpwards of £26,000 of it helped towards 
the cost of relaying the permanent way by 
double the mileage of an ordinary years 
programme, and the remainder was applied to 
the renovation and reconditioning of some 
of the passenger coaches. 


THE WAGES ITEM. 

The total expenditure shown in account No. 
8 is £421,657. In this figure the total wages 
charge amounted to £259,077—that is, 61 p.c. 
of the total expenditure. The wages total 
absorbed 50.76 p.c. of the gross receipts. In 
the vear 19135, which was the last year that 
the railways were not affected by national or 
politica] interests, the wages total of £82,000 
absorbed 28 p.c. of the gross receipts. Com- 
paring the 1922 wages bill with that of the 
year 1915, an increase of 216 p.c. on the 
latter year’s wages was revealed. i 

The directors, in their report mentioned 
that the high rate of wages were substan- 
tially the same as those of 1921, and that 
these rates had been maintained by direction 
of the Government. They understood that 
the Government considered it necessary at the 
moment, in the interests of the country as a 
whole, that the rates of railway wages should 
not be disturbed. Realising that the 
country’s interests were paramount, it would 
be out of place for them either to criticise or 
comment on the Government’s orders. -Un- 
fortunately, however, these high rates of 
wages were being borne out of the company’s 
own resources entirely, and wtihout any Go- 
vernment assistance. 

He stated twelve months ago that the high 
working expenditure was the factor that post- 
poned the restoration of the equilibrium of the 
finances of the railways, the providing of 
proper facilities for the travelling and trading 
public, and ‘the consequential improvement in 
the general business of the country. That 
statement held good to-day. Commissions 
might sit to hear evidence, and they might 
make majority and minority reports, but so 
long as no effort was made to place the work- 
ing expenditure in its ma ra proportion to 
gross earnings, so long would the railways of 
the country be impoverished, the travelling 
and trading public denied additional facilities 
and reduced charges, and the proprietora de- 
prived of a reasonable return on their invest 


NATIONALISATION. 
Nationalisation of the railways was being 
put forward as the only policy by which the 
workers could maintain their present rates of

creased facilities to the public. 

Describing renewal and maintenance work 
undertaken during the year, the Chairman 
said that the fifteen hopper ballast waggons 
and ballast. plough appearing in the capital 
account would enable them to carry out their 
ballasting work in fhe most up-to-date way. 
In addition to being more expeditious and Jesa 
expensive than their previous methods, the 
ballasting with these wuhiclee would give ten 
an improved and more lasting permanent way. 
Two bridges immediately saath of Bray Sta- 
tion were completely renewed at a total cost of 
about £3,900, and a bridge adjacent to Augh 
rim was strengthened and repaired at a cost 
of about £8900. £1,100 was spent on the 
maintenance of their coast defences. Their 
coal crane gantry at Grand Canal street was 
completely renewed and greatly improved in 
the process. It was with great satisfaction 
he recorded that their permanent way and 
works were being rapidly brought up to date, 
almost every work of maintenance and renewal] 
garrving with it an improvement on the ori- 
ginal structure. 

The maintenance and renewal work of the 
engines and rolling stock was pressed on ener- 
getically, and the work in arrears was steadily 
being overtaken. Withregardto the engines, 
the principal feature was their purchase of two 
new powerfal goods engines of the most im- 
proved and up-to-date type. 


THE NEW COACHES. 

Forty-eight passenger coaches were exten- 
avery repaired. Six of these are bogie 
coaches, and had been completely recon- 
structed to a new design to which they had. 
given considerable thought. These coaches 
were their first effort to make a radical 
improvement in the suburban train service. 
The coaches were fitted with steam-heating 
apparatus, and they were lighted by Stone’s 
patent electric light installation. 

Their running expenses, both in the loco- 
motive and the traffic departments, have been 
greatly reduced, notwithstanding the con- 
siderable increase in the suburban train ser- 
vice. The reduction in the locomotive de- 
partment’s running expenses was due princi- 
pally to a very satisfactory coal contract 
which they affected at the end of 1921, and 
which ran for the first seven months of the 
year. The cost of their coal was some 
£15,000 less than in 1921, notwithstanding 
that during April, May, and June of that 
year their coal consumption was greatly re- 
duced on account of the coal strike. ‘The ex- 
penses of the traffic department were about 
£30,000 less than those of 1921, due princi- 
pally to the re-organisation of some of their 
methods of traffic working. 


FARE REDUCTIONS. 

In April last year reductions were made 
in the main line and suburban line’s passen- 
ger fares, with a view to encouraging the 
public to travel, but their hopes in this direc- 
tion were not realised. Notwithstanding the 
reductions in fares, the main line traffic, as 
compared’ with the year 1921, showed a de- 
crease of 11,037 in the number of passengers 
travelling, and a decrease of £8,097 in re- 
ce) pts. 

in April last year they introduced an in- 
tensive suburban train service simultaneously 
with drastic reductions in fares. The result 
hai been most gratifying, as the increased 
number of suburban passengers carried was 
1,390,935 over the previous vear, and the in- 
crease in the receipts was £12,561, equal to

LONELY CRITICS. 

Mr. Reddy proposed as an amendment that 
the accounts be not passed, but that the pro- 
posals to pay dividends might pass; that a 
shareholders’ committee be appointed to 
examine and report at a later meeting of the 
shareholders, which should be requisitioned 
when the committee investigated the accounts, 
and that the committee be consulted in any 
negotiations that might take place for the 
amalgamation of the company with any other 
company or companies. He said that the 
directors’ fees had been increased from £1,750 
to £2,500, when the former chairman, on be- 
half of himself and the directors, promised 
that not less than 2 per cent. per annum would 
be paid on the Ordinary Stock. The true 
earnings on Ordinary Stock should produce 
over ó per cent. Money belonging to stock- 
holders was diverted to the purchase of new 
capital items from income account. Items 
representing entire Irish railways’ settlement 
of claims Selcnging to the company were 
omitted from the accounts. They belonged to 
income and not to capital. Was the only 
portion of this fund bileliziog to the railway 
£154,153 11s. 3d., on foot of which there was 
still a balance unappropriated and not re- 
ceived, but belonging to the shareholders— 
viz., £112,286? Was it not a fact that there 
was nothing to prevent a larger drawing from 
that fund to make up ó per cent., or at least 
24 per cent., for the Ordinary shareholders to 
equalise the guaranteed net receipts when the 
English Government took over control? 

Proceeding, Mr. Reddy said that the direc 
tors had no right to fritter away the share- 
holders’ money in the payment of pensions to 
persons who had not been employés of the 
company. The prices charged for first-class 
season tickets were excessive; the first-class 
carriages should be improved. The salaries 
of officials were too high; bills of costs for 
Parliamentary bills in England was an un- 
necessary expenditure. The amounts paid to 
the Alliance Gas Cémpany were prohibitive. 
Why not utilise electric light, to be made on 
the premises? 

Continuing, Mr. Reddy asked a series of 
questions. Why, he asked, did not the rail- 
way company deliver parcels, like the tram- 
way company? Was there any valid reason 
for expending £75 for the general manager's 
trip to Rome, entered as “in connection with 
the Internationa! Railway Conference”) Why 
was £266 19s. 7d. and expenses paid to Ena- 
lish accountants for audit? Why were not 
Irish chartered accountants employed? What 
steps had been taken, or were being taken, 
for amalgamation of the Dublin and South- 
Eastern Railway with either the London 
and North-Western Railway, or the Great 
Southern and Western Railway, or the Great 
Northern Railway of Ireland; and whats were 
the terms? 

Mr. George Berney, solicitor, seconded Mr. 
Reddy’s motion, though he did not agree with 
all that he had said. He thought that they 
should be given some information as to the 
grouping bi sáileaa, as it was common know- 
edge that some negotiations were taking 
place. He agreed that Irish auditors instead 
of English ones should be appointed. He 
agreed that the directors were showing more 
progressive management of the line during 
recent years. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. William Ireland congratulated the 
directors and the staff ‘on the good work tiiey 
had done during the troublesome period they 
had recently. 

CHAIRMAN’S REPLY. 

The Chairman, replying to the various 
speakers, said that he had listened to the 
speeches with great attention. and he would 
say that, with the exception of two, these 
apeeches had not been very helpful. He did 
not make any claim to credit for his col. 
leagues. He rag oy however, that ordinary 
sensible people who happened to be share- 
holders in the company would give the 
directors some credit for keeping the com- 
pany in the position in which it was during 
the worst year Irish railwaye had ever known.

CORK AND MUSKERRY.

THE WRECKING OF THE LINE. 


Moving the adoption of the report at the 
annual meeting of the shareholders of the 
Cork and Muskerry Railway if Cork yester- 
day, Mr. P. O'Leary expressed regret at the 
absence of the chairman. Sir George Colthurst, 
whose early returm and wise guidance they 
looked forward to. On the 14th August, owing 
to the destrnction of Leemount public road 
bridge, which carried their line of rails, they 
were compelled to close down completely from 
that date to 28th August. They then decided 
to run am emergency train service between 
Cork, Coachford and Donoughmore, to each 
side of the damaged bridge, in order to a 
commodate the people of the districts as much 
as possible. Healy's Bridge over the line was 
also destroyed; and considerable damage was 
done to the line. Recently an attempt was 
made to burn down the Cork Station, and a 
good deal of destruction was done to the 
engines and carriages in the sheds. In nas 
sengers there was a decrease of 32,287, and in 
money £2,494. In goods and live-stock there 
was a decrease of £5,221. 

A dividend at the rate of 5 per cent. was 
passed to the guaranteed shareholders. 


SLIGO AND LEITRIM. 


The annual general meeting of the share- 
holders of the Sligo, Leitrim, and Northern 
Counties Railway was held in Ramsay’s Hotel, 
Sligo. Sir Josslyn Gore-Booth, Chairman, pre- 
sided, and the other directors present were 
Lieutenant-Colonel James Campbell, D.L., 
and Captain Hewson, D.L. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption oí 
the report and statement of accounts said tha: 
from any point of view the position was one 
of uncertainty. Comparing the figures for the 
year under review with those for the year 
ending Slst December, 1913, certain 
stood out. The traffic carried was enormously 
down, passengers being 50,000 less, 
20,000 tons less, and lve stock over 24,000 
less. Notwithstanding this loss, etc., gross 
receipts were up £8,952, the rates being stil! 
100 per cent. higher than in 1913. Agains' 
this the expenditure had increased enormously 
by over £12,000, and it was only by taking 
into revenue £5,900 from the compensation 
payable under the Irish Railways (Settlement 
of Claims) Act, 1921, that they were able to 
pay the pre-war and control rate of interest 
on the C Debentures. The majority of the 
board had come to the conclusion that if ever 
@ conservative policy was necessary it was 
now, and they had decided, therefore, to re 
commend that interest at the rate of 24 per 
cent. be paid on the 
the same rate as paid in 1915 and during the 
vears of Government control. The majority 
of the board maintained that the Compensa- 
tion Fund was not earning in the ordinary 
sense, but was paid against all claims the 
company might have against the Government. 

Colone] Campbell seconded. 

Captain Hewson moved that “£10,494 be 
taken from the Compensation Fund instead 
of £3,800, and that 4 per cent. be paid on the 
C and D Stock and 5 per cent. on the pre- 
ference capital, the balance to remain on 
balance sheet. 

Mr. H. Bracken seconded 

The Chairman announced that the proxies 
in favour of the majority of the board were 
14,844 and favonr of Captain Hewson’s 
amendment 405. 

On the motion of Captain Hewson, seconded 
by Colonel Campbell, a vote of thanks was 
passed to the officials and servants of the com- 
pany for their loyal service m most trying 
circumstances.
